FILMS FOCUS ON FAMILY AT THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART 

100 Years of Magic: Family Matters 

Sunday afternoons at 3:30, November 5 to 26, 1995

The family is the focus of this month’s installment in 100 Years of Magic, the Cleveland 
Museum of Art’s year-long Sunday series of the 50 best movies of all time. In Family Matters, 
four films from four countries demonstrate that the forces that stretch and tear the domestic fabric 
are the same the world over, from Japan to India to the U.S.S.R. to the U.S.A. These forces 
include aging and death (Yasujiro Ozu’s Tokyo Story), poverty (Satyajit Ray’s Father Panchali), 
war (Andrei Tarkovsky’s The Mirror), and history and progress (Orson Welles’ The Magnificent 
Ambersons). The following films will be shown at 3:30 on consecutive Sunday afternoons in 
November. 


Sun/5 November, 3:30 pm Tokyo Story, Japan, 1953, b&w, subtitles, 134 min. Directed by 
Yasujiro Ozu, with Chishu Ryu and Setsuko Kara. Heartbreaking saga of an elderly couple who 
visit their grown children in Tokyo, only to discover that they are a burden to them there. New 
print! 

Sun/12 November, 3:30 pm Father Panchali, India, 1955, b&w, subtitles, 112 min. Directed by 
Satyajit Ray. Simple, poetic tale of a young boy in a poor family growing up in a ramshackle 
Bengali village; the first part of Ray’s celebrated “Apu Trilogy.” Music by Ravi Shankar. 

Sun/19 November, 3:30 pm The Mirror, USSR, 1974, color/b&w, subtitles, 106 min. Directed 
by Andrei Tarkovsky. This stunningly photographed, autobiographical poem is a kaleidoscope of 
dream sequences, childhood memories, and WWII reminiscences. 

Sun/26 November, 3:30 pm The Magnificent Ambersons, USA, 1942, b&w, 88 min. Directed 
by Orson Welles, with Tim Holt, Joseph Gotten, and Agnes Moorehead. Sublime account of the 
decline of a prominent midwestem family during the early years of this century. From a Booth 
Tarkington novel. 
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
